the  evidence  adduced  by  the  Invest! 


Briefly  summarized, 
gator-Exnminers  is  to  the  effect  that: 

In  Februarv  of  1Q45  Dona  Concepcion  D03LAD0R  CA^OS, 
widow  of  the  late  Pedro  J.  CUTOS,  resided  at  her  house  No.  1462  B 
Taft  Avenue,  Pe.say,  Rizal,  with  her  daughter  Pilar  and  her  sin, 
Antonio.  Dlrectlv  behind  this  house,  Mrs.  CVTOS  owned  another 
house,  No.  1435  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  in  which  lived  Nena  Pacheco  K 
de  lEfeR,  cousin  of  the  late  Pedro  5.  CWPOS,  Mr..  Ueria  CAMPOS 
LOPEZ,  s:.ster-in-law  of  Mrs.  Pedro  J.  CVPOS,  and  ner  son  Joselir^gld 
and  nephow,  Salvador  J.  CAMPOS  (Ex.  A;  R  1,  2). 

At  about  1130  hours  on  7  1'ebruary  194 5 ,  four  rn^j^fs  of] 
the  Japanese  Ncvy  came  to  the  home  of  Mrs.  CAMPOj,  i4JH“Taft 
Avenue,  and  while  two  of  thorn  pointed  tneir  rifles  at  all  of  the 
above  mentioned  neoale,  the  other  two  searched  the  house.  They 
took  five  thousand  pesos,  jewels,  watches,  rad  a  revolver  belong¬ 
ing  to  Mrs.  C/J'^OS .  They  then  took  Salvador  and  Antonio  CAMPOS ,  | 
their  hands  tied  behind  their  b^cks,  to  the  Nippon  Club,  ; 

that  thev  would,  bring  them  back  in  half  an  hour.  Neither  SelvodolJ 
nor  ..ntonio  CVP03  was  ever  seen  r  ;ain  (R  2).  J 

At  ^bout  1300  hour 3  on  10  lebruary,  several  Japanese 
Navy  enlisted  men  apoenred  at  1435  Pennsylvania  Avenue  ano  ordered 
its  occuoants  to  leave  the  house  within  one  hour. 
taking  refuge  in  tho  other  house  of  Mrs.  Pedro  J.  ClrPOS,  146.. 

Taft  Avenue  (P.  2). 

On  11  lebrunrv  3t  about  1700  hours,  tho  family  of  Judge 
Arsenio  LOCSIN  also  fled  from  their  wooden  house  which  was  en-  a 
danger ad  by  heavy  shelling,  and  went  to  1462  Taft  .venuejR 
The  next  day,  other  neighboring  families  streamed  into  1462  Taft  ^ 
Avenue  for  refuge,  their  own  houses  having  been  burned  by  tho 
J-  -nnese,  and  T‘rs!  CiVVOS*  houso  be  ing  of  concrete  construction 
t)-  l  o.  ii).  At  about  1600  hours,  12  February,  four  members 
of  tto’ja^nose  Kfcvjr  orders  nil  tho  occupant*  of  1462  Toft  Ivenuo 
to  leave  the  house  end  go  out  into  the  garden.  There  tho  men  and  \ 
women  were  separated  and  searched,  the  women  being  subjected  to  V 
Kros3  indignities  to  their  persons  during  the  search.  The  Japanese, 
took  five  thousand  pesos  and  n  watch  from  Judge  LOCSIW  and  many 
valuables  from  other  members  of  the  group  (R  2,  3)»  ^at 

evening  the  Japanese  burned  Judge  L0CCIN«s  house  end  the  fire 
soread  to  many  of  the  neighboring  houses  (Ex.  A,  h  3J. 
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Between  O0OO  and  0830,  13  February,  numbers  of  the 
Japanese  Navy  ontored  the  main  gate  of  the  C. j^POS  houss  on  Taft 
Avenue,  discharging  their  rifles  ns  they  coma.  S^VTPIJO,  tne 
gardener,  opened  the  outer  g'.to  and  we s  immediately  shot,  wnen 
they  approached  the  front  door  of  the  CAICOS  hou39.  Pilar  9‘V?05 
•oened  it,  and  as  she  did  so,  sho  received  a  shot  in  the  rignx; 
groin  (R  3).  Subsequently,  *ho  called  for  help  apd  WQS  fou™? 
lying  on  the  ground  by  Carmen  LOCSIN.  Hor  dross  hod  boon  euv  or 
torn  off  Just  below  tho  waist,  and  the  zipper  on  tho  uPPorT  P*];™ 
of  her  dress  was  onen,  Mortally  wounded,  sho  told  Carmen  LccbiN 
that  sho  had  boon  rap3d  by  th«  Japanese  (R  25)  •  An  oflioer  of 
tho  Sanitary  Corps  and  tho  undertaker  who  removed  about  one 
hundred  bodies  from  the  house  and  garden  after  tho  Americans  had 
coma,  were  *f  the  opinion  that  the  v/oraon  had  boon  raped  prior 
t*  their  death.  Thoir  vaginas  had  boen  slashod  open  with 
bayonets  (Sx.  H;  R  33)  • 

Meanwhile,  outsido  the  house,  rifles  snd  machine  guns 
wero  doing  their  deadly  work,  thoir  roDorts  intermingled  with 
crios  rf  woman  and  children  which  gradually  diinin  is  hod  in  volume 
ns  tho  victims  perished  (R  3).  Tho  Japanese  methodically  searched 
the  bodies  of  mon,  women  and  children,  cutting  off  the  heads  of 
any  that  showed  signs  of  life  (R  17).  Tho  Japanese  then  piled 
several  mattresses  in  tho  hall  between  tho  living  rpom  and  the 
front  door,  poured  gasoline  over  th3  furniture,  and  sot  them  on 

firo  (R  3,  lb). 

Seven  survivors  oscaood  by  crossing  tho  fence  between 
the  CV*P0S  house  and  Judge  LOOSING  house,  and  hiding  under  tpo — 
concrete  floor  of  the  LOCSIN  house,  from  whence  ™ 
of  14  February  they  proceeded  to  the  BM’KEDOS  lot  adJa“hC  to  the 
LOCMN  house  and  hid.  in  r.  snrll  bodega.  They  were  rescued  by 
American  soldiers  that  evening  (R  4).  Eight  or  ton  others 
escaped  to  an  air-rnid  shelter  on  Taft  Avenue,  where  they  were 
later  rescued  by  tho  Americans  (R  12). 

Thoro  \7ere-  from  ono  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty 
people  in  tho  CAMPOS  house  whon  the  massacre  took  place  (R  5,  o> 
13,  16,  19,  21,  29).  Of  those,  one  hundred  wore  killed,  t.ieir 
bodies  having  subsequently  boon  recovered  and  buried  (R  33). 

Those  cne  hundred  people  whose  bodies  were  recovered  had  been 
shot  and  boyonettod  to  death  (R  33).  3orao  of  the  survivors  were 
seriously  wounded  and  3till  beer  i;hoir  horrible  sc-^rs  (Ex.  E,  *, 
0). 
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
